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“IG Canada responds to request to assist Kosovar refugees 


e Inresponse to an urgent request made on April 30, 1999, by the United Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR), the Government of Canada is prepared to receive 5,000 of the refugees who recently 
fled Kosovo and are in camps in the former Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia. This commitment is over 
and above the 1999 objective of 7,300 refugees selected overseas. 


e In addition to responding to this emergency evacuation, Canadian officials in Macedonia and Albania are 
proceeding with the fast-track processing of requests for special needs and family reunification. To date, 
203 requests for family reunification have been received, representing 286 families for a total of 1,215 
people, of which 53 have already arrived in Canada. It remains the goal of Citizenship and Immigration 
Canada to process all requests for family reunification within 15 days of family members being located 
unless local restrictions delay the process. These families are in addition to the 5,000 refugees accepted 
under the emergency humanitarian evacuation. 


Emergency humanitarian evacuation 


e Incollaboration with Canada’s special team of officials in the former Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia, 
the UNHCR will identify refugees for emergency humanitarian evacuation to Canada. The refugees must 
be willing to come to Canada. 


e The International Organization for Migration (IOM) is conducting pre-departure orientation sessions for 
the Kosovar refugees to give them an idea of what to expect at the Canadian reception centres. 


e Travel plans are being coordinated by the IOM. Evacuation flights will land at one of two designated 
Canadian military bases — CFB Trenton (Ontario) and CFB Greenwood (Nova Scotia) — where the 
refugees will spend their first few days. 


Arrival in Canada 


e The refugees will be welcomed by Canadian Red Cross volunteers at the two reception centres — CFB 
Trenton and CFB Greenwood — where their needs will be assessed by health professionals and 
specialists in dealing with post-traumatic stress. In addition, interpreters, counsellors and the Canadian 
Red Cross will be on hand to attend to the refugees’ needs. The Red Cross will also coordinate family 
messaging services through its international network. 


e Immigration officers will initiate the security and health screening of the evacuees, who will then have an 
opportunity to rest a few days before moving on to other National Defence facilities in Ontario and Nova 
Scotia. This transfer is necessary to allow for the continuous flow of refugees arriving at the reception 
centres every day. The secondary facilities for CFB Trenton are Borden and Kingston, and for CFB 
Greenwood, Aldershot, Gagetown and Halifax. 


e The processing of refugees will be completed by immigration officers at the secondary facilities 
through the issuance of Minister’s Permits. The refugees will be encouraged to remain at the 
reception centres for four to six weeks to regain their strength and their health and to familiarize 
themselves with Canada through orientation programs. During this period, the refugees will be 
matched with communities across the country and sent there. Private Canadian sponsors from the 
communities will assist the refugees in meeting their needs. 


e The UNHCR has stated that the refugees intend to return to Kosovo. However, Canada is offering them 
an immediate safe haven and is prepared to accept those who wish to stay on a permanent basis. 


e The Government of Canada estimate that the cost in emergency assistance for the 5,000 Kosovar refugees 
evacuated to Canada will amount to $ 100 million.
